I'aunoiB Train a Few days sim'o, itiul 
hw gnuul tclioiiK« for acc'innuliiling 
j icll'. 
Tim «(!iiitii»n wiis the intcr- 


rnj)loil sitlo nl uiietion nl' a liirgu 
ti-iict oi' land juut' south of town 
which had been imrohascd iu 18U8 
by Train's famous "Credit Ponoier 
of America,'-' which wan a sort of 
Credit Mobilier concern, aiuHvhich 
hus often been spoken of in The 
•Ltvld Owner. 


In 1808 Train, who was then u 


resident of Otnnlm, organized a 
stock company of 100 person?, with 
bharcB at $1,000 each, the members 
being restricted lo one share each, 
The company was incorporated by 
a special act of the legislature, and 
its object was the purchasing of 
large tracts of Innd for the purpose 
of laying out towns. It was com- 
posed of European and American 
capitalists, with 
George Trancis 


Train as President and George P. 
Bemis secretary. 
The company 


made but one purchase, and that 
consisted 
ofi about 300 acres of 


ground immediately adjoining Oma- 
ha on thefiouth, 
This was laid' off 


in lots and added to 'the town site, 
when a great many of the lots wore 
sold ut very good figures. The 
property cost the company $70,000, 
and wns mortgaged to Hccure the 
payment of the purchase money, 
but a small part of the same being 
paid at the time the property WSIH 
bought. 


Ai'ter the land had been divid«<l 


into town lots Train became pos- 
sessed with the idea that he wus the 
people's choice for president of the 
United States, and he started out 
on his grand speech-making tour, 
leaving the management of the 
Credit Foncicr business to the com- 
j-plaU's secretary, Bemis, who was 
alluwed a falary of $1,500 and ex- 
po ises paid. Train has never re- 
tulned to Omaha. Bcmis' salary 
hnji been unpaid for several years 
fur the reason that there were no 
funds to pay him, and this spring 
he scoured a judgment in the United 
Stales court against tlio company 
for $11,000, nml an order was is- 
sued for a sale of enough of the 
company's land to satisfy the judg- 
ment. "The wile was advertised to 
come off last week, and a big crowd
